Pforzheimer called Mr. Melloy, Executive Secretary of the Loyalty Review Board, who 
stated that, while it was a matter of each agency’s individual procedure, the Loyalty 
Review Board felt it was preferable that names not be made available- prior to the 
hearings, and that if this oauses inconvenience an adjournment could be requested at 
the time the names were raised. 
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
